MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


5th  June,  1924. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleetwood 

Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  First  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  during 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1923. 

The  population  of  Fleetwood  to  the  30th  June,  1923,  is 
estimated  to  be  19,900,  an  increase  of  452  over  the  last  Census 
figures.  The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  249. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a considerable  decrease, 
the  rate  being  66  for  the  present  year,  against  97  per  1,000  births 
for  1922  ; the  mean  for  the  ten  years  1913-22  being  96  per  1,000 
births. 


The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  Sanitary  District  is  2,564  statute 
acres.  The  district  is  divided  into  three  words,  the  areas  of

Population. 

The  Registrar  General  has  supplied  data  of  the  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1923,  for  calculation  ot  the  birth  and 
death  rates. 

The  rates  are  based  on  a population  of  19,900.

These  give  a death-rate  of  0.3  per  1,000,  compared  with  0.77 
in  1922  and  0.89  in  1921  ; and  a percentage  of  deaths  from  these

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
14,  and  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  4,  a total  of  18  (9  males 
and  9 females),  giving  a death-rate  of  0.90  per  1,000,  compared 
with  0.98  in  1922. 

Those  from  Lung  Tubercle  give  a death-rate  of  0.70  per 
1,000  compared  with  0.93  in  1922. 

Respiratory  Organs. 

The  deaths  numbered  30,  giving  a death-rate  of  1.50,  as 
compared  with  2.28  for  last  year,  and  include  those  from 
Bronchitis  (16)  and  Pneumonia  (12). 

Organic  Heart  Disease.

Diphtheria. 

Of  the  20  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  3 cases  died.  There 
were  no  deaths  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order 
of  1910,  serum  is  supplied  free  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district.  During  the  year  19  tubes  of  2,000  units  each,  and 
three  tubes  of  8,000  units  each  were  supplied  to  members  of  the 
medical  profession. 

Fourteen  swabs  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  seven  of  these  gave  a negative  result.  The  number  of 
cases  in  which  swabs  were  taken,  compared  to  the  number  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  is  small,  and  it  would  be  an  advantage 
if  bacteriological  examination  in  the  diagnosis  of  this  disease 
was  more  freely  made  use  of. 


It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  case  of  school  children 
when  swabs  have  not  been  taken,  they  are  not  allowed  to 
return  to  their  school  until  the  completion  of  21  days  after  they 
are  certified  as  clear  of  the  disease.  Where  swabs  have  been 
taken,  two  negative  reports  will  entitle  the  child  to  immediate 
resumption  of  schooling.  Similar  rules  apply  to  contacts. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year, 
and  only  15  cases  were  notified.

Tuberculosis. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  generally  satisfactorily 
carried  out,  but  two  deaths  were  registered  of  tubercular  cases 
which  had  not  previously  been  notified.  One  of  these  was  an 
Inward  Transferable  Death. 

During  1923,  there  were  40  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  (23 
pulmonary  and  17  non-pulmonary  cases)  and  23  cases  received 
sanatoria  treatment. 


Chicken-pox. 

The  notification  of  Chicken-pox  was  compulsory  during 
the  whole  of  the  year,  and  106  cases  were  notified.  This  figure 
cannot,  however,  be  taken  as  representing  the  true  incidence 
of  this  disease  as  many  cases  occur  where  parents  fail  to  make  the 
necessary  notification. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  material  from  suspected 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  etc.,  are 
available  for  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  without 
charge.  In  all  26  specimens  were  examined,  and  the  results  are 
set  out  in  the  following  statement  : —

Causes  of  Sickness. 

The  District  has  been  free  from  any  particularly  note- 
worthy incidence  of  disease  during  the  year. 

Nursing. 

There  is  one  District  Nursing  Association  known  as  the 
“ Alice  Hall  Memorial  and  Fleetwood  Urban  District  Nursing 
Association,”  and  one  District  Nurse  is  employed,  her  services 
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being  available  for  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  for  general 
sickness,  other  than  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Association  is 
financed  by  interest  from  the  investment  of  a legacy  left  for  the 
purpose,  and  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Midwives. 

There  were  six  registered  midwives  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  None  of  these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the 
Local  Authority. 


Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  under  the  control 
of  the  Local  Authority. 

A campaign  against  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Authority, 
and  Male  and  Female  Clinics  have  been  opened  at  Preston  and 
Blackpool  for  the  free  treatment  of  these  cases  on  the  latest 
scientific  lines,  of  which  all  information  can  be  obtained  from  me. 

Child  Welfare  Work  is  also  under  the  administration  of  the 
County  Authorities,  assisted  by  a local  Committee,  the  Lion 
Secretary  of  which  is  Mrs.  D.  M.  Gill,  Osborne  Bank,  Fleetwood. 
Two  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  held  each  week. 

Hospitals. 

A Hospital,  containing  20  beds  and  7 cots,  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents  is  available  in  the  district  and  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions.  For  Infectious  Diseases, 
the  Local  Authority  contribute  towards  the  maintenance  of  the 
Fylde  Joint  Hospital  at  Moss  Side,  near  Lytham,  which  contains 
48  beds  and  12  cots.  For  Small-pox  cases  the  Small-pox 
Hospital  at  Elswick,  containing  15  beds,  is  subsidised. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Fylde  Joint  Hospital 
Board  for  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  sent  to  the  Hospital. 
For  non-infectious  cases  one  motor  ambulance  and  one  horse 
ambulance  are  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority, 
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The  Education  (Administration  Provisions)  Act,  1907. 

Under  this  Act  the  County  Council  is  the  Authority,  and 
their  Medical  Officers  make  examinations  of  the  children 
attending  the  Council  .Schools. 

Water  Supply. 

It  upland  water,  obtained  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board, 
collected  in  reservoirs  at  Grizedale,  about  15  miles  from  Fleet- 
wood,  and  is  of  very  good  quality. 

Sewage. 

This  is  carried  out  by  gravitation  to  the  Pumping  Station, 
then  raised  into  tank,  and  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea 
at  low  water.  The  sewers  are  all  regularly  flushed. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  have  been  visited, 
and  the  regulations  in  respect  to  the  limewashing  of  cowsheds 
have  been  complied  with.  There  were  eight  cow-keepers  on 
the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  36  dairymen  or  purveyors 
of  milk  (other  than  cow-keepers). 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  sampling  of  food  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Police 
Authorities,  and  it  would  be  a great  advantage  if  samples  were 
also  taken  by  the  Local  Authority.  Particulars  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Police  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

Housing. 

The  Housing  accommodation  is  still  very  inadequate  and 
the  need  for  more  houses  is  as  pressing  as  ever.  During 
the  year  105  houses  have  been  erected,  34  by  the  Council  and 
71  by  private  enterprise.  This  number  is  insufficient  to  meet 
the  normal  requirements,  and  overcrowding  is  still  very  rife. 

The  number  of  huts  and  caravans  is  now  45,  an  increase  of 
18  during  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleetwood  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1923. 


It  has  not  been  possible,  owing  to  other  duties,  to  give  the 
amount  of  attention  to  the  old  property  in  the  Town  which  it 
demands.  Overcrowding  is  very  rife  and  the  shortage  of  houses 
is  preventing  satisfactory  action  being  taken  to  remedy  this 
evil. 

A large  number  of  tenants  are  still  very  careless  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  their  premises  ; a great  number  of  insanitary 
conditions  that  were  found  to  exist  were  solely  due  to  their  lack 
of  interest  in  matters  concerning  Public  Health.  Nothing  short 
of  constant  inspection  will  bring  about  any  improvement.  In 
some  parts  of  the  Town  it  is  a common  thing  to  find  refuse  of  all 
descriptions  thrown  indiscriminately  on  to  the  yard,  blocking 
gully  traps  and  drains. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was  102. 
A large  number  of  them  related  to  matters  which  could  not  be 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  were  of  a trivial 
nature.  In  every  case  w7here  a complaint  was  found  to  be  bona- 
fide  action  was  duly  taken. 

The  number  of  preliminary  notices  issued  was  99.  Twenty- 
five  Statutory  Notices  were  served  and  116  interviews  with 
owners  took  place.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-two  letters  in  con- 
nection with  sanitary  matters  were  written  during  the  year. 

The  following  Tables  give  a classified  list  of  the  visits  made 
and  also  the  nuisances  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Table  of 
Nuisances  only  refers  to  cases  where  informal  or  statutory 
notices  have  been  served,  those  nuisances  prevented  or  abated 
by  verbal  request  are  not  included.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  62  were  made  to  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  During  the  year  153  school  notices  and  certificates 
were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by 
spraying  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  fumigating  with 
formalin  gas,  and  treating  infected  bedding  and  clothing  by 
steam  at  the  Town’s  Yard.  This  steam  disinfector  is  also 
available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous  clothes,  beds,  etc., 
from  the  ships  whilst  in  the  docks,  but  during  the  year  has  not 
been  required  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  62  houses  and  524  articles  were  disinfected

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.  The  collection  from  dustbins  is  carried 
out  weekly  ; from  ashpits,  which  are  very  few  in  number,  once 
in  three  weeks.  There  are  no  privy  middens  in  the  Town. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  one  Vulcan  motor  tipping  vehicle, 
two  horses  and  carts,  and  eleven  men  (three  drivers  and  eight 
dustmen).  The  town  is  divided  into  three  districts  and  a 
leading  man  appointed  for  each  area.  The  time  worked  is  a 
47  hour  week. 
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The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
claiming land,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down  nuisances 
by  frequently  covering  the  material  with  sand  and  gravel. 

Fish  offal  is  collected  by  the  local  Fish  Meal  Manufacturers.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleetwood  Port 

Sanitary  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1923,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No.  467. 


The  Mooring  Station  for  vessels  found  to  be  infected  with 
Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever,  has  been  fixed  on  the  north 
side  of  Lune  Deep,  off  the  entrance  to  the  River  Wyre.  An 
outside  Boarding  Station  for  infected  or  suspected  ships  has  not 
yet  been  agreed  upon.  By  arrangement  with  the  Harbour 
Authorities,  a steam  tug  would  be  placed  at  my  disposal  in  the 
event  of  my  having  to  board  any  vessel  detained  in  Lune  Deep. 

The  Port  Hospital  was  last  used  in  1894,  and  is  at  the  present 
time  undergoing  repairs.  There  has  been  a notable  amount  of 
damage— presumably  of  a malicious  nature — done  to  this 
building  during  the  course  of  the  twelve  months  under  review. 

The  health  of  those  arriving  at  the  Port  during  the  year  has 
continued  good,  no  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  having 
been  reported. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  over  the  previous  year’s 
record  in  the  number  of  Landings  of  Fish,  although  the  actual 
quantity  of  fish  landed  was  not  as  great. 

The  condition  of  Sidings  Road  is  noted  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Inspector.  In  wet  weather  this  road  is  practically  impassable 
both  to  motor  vehicles  and  to  foot  passengers. 

There  has  been  a notable  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
number  of  nuisances  caused  by  the  accumulation  of  offal  in 
curing  houses. 
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No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Shellfish) 
Regulations,  1915,  during  the  year. 

The  personal  relations  between  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs, 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  your  Officers  of  the  Authority 
continue  most  cordial,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for 
assistance  given.

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Nuisances  on  Vessels. 

The  storing  of  gear,  etc.,  in  the  crew’s  quarters  continued  to 
be  the  most  prevalent  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  on 
board  ship.  Bunks  used  for  this  purpose  have  in  many  cases 
been  found  to  contain  (in  addition  to  tarred  rope  and  other 
classes  of  gear)  quantities  of  disused  articles  of  clothing,  and  in 
several  instances  these  conditions  were  a means  of  harbouring 
vermin,  and  a number  of  vessels  had  to  be  fumigated  either  under 
my  supervision  or  by  persons  undertaking  such  work  on  behalf 
of  the  owners.  Sleeping  space  being  used  by  two  persons  on 
change  of  watch  has  also  been  a result  of  gear  occupying  the 
bunks. 

Structural  defects  have  been  well  attended  to  by  the  Owners 
of  vessels  in  this  port,  although  a number  have  not  been  shown  as 
remedied  in  the  following  table,  either  by  reason  of  the  vessels 
not  having  returned  to  this  port,  or  as  a result  of  my  time  being 
taken  up  with  other  work,  and  thus  missing  the  following  up  of 
the  notices  served. 

* 

Three  hundred  and  sixty- three  vessels  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  out  of  the  total  7,802  vessels  arriving  in  this 
district.  Included  in  this  figure  were  300  vessels  arriving  from 
foreign  ports,  and  of  these,  88  inspections  were  made. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  arriving  in  the  district 
as  shown  by  Form  A,  should  prove  that  one  Inspector  cannot 
undertake  to  follow  shipping  inspection  as  it  ought  to  be 
carried  out,  more  especially  in  a port  which  is  such  an  important 
food  distributing  centre. 

No  Statutory  notices  were  issued.  Informal  notices  num- 
bering 143  were  given  in  respect  of  314  unsatisfactory  conditions 
found  on  inspection.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Most  of  the  owners  of  Fishing  Vessels  have  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  the  services  of  a Ratcatcher  engaged 
on  contract,  who  carried  out  a systematic  search  for  rats  on 
vessels  owned  or  managed  by  the  respective  firms.  Results  of 
his  work  are  submitted  by  him  each  month  showing  the  names  of 
the  vessels  most  infested,  and  I am  able  to  check  whether  any 
improvements  have  been  affected  on  making  subsequent  visits 
in  my  routine  inspection  of  vessels.

Fumigations  for  rats  have  been  carried  out  on  II  vessels  by 
the  Ratcatcher,  and  8 fumigations  by  a firm  of  ship  chandlers 
undertaking  such  work.  In  addition  to  the  19  fumigations 
carried  out  for  deratisation,  36  fumigations  were  made  with 
sulphur  dioxide  on  account  of  Lice,  Bugs,  Cockroaches,  etc.,  and 
a good  number  of  dead  rats  were  reported  to  have  been  collected 
as  a result  of  the  disinfection  on  board  ship. 

During  Rat  Week — 4th  to  nth  November — 107  rats  were 
caught  by  trapping  on  44  vessels.  On  the  dock  estate  which  is 
owned  by  the  London  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Co.,  prior  to 
Rat  Week,  I made  an  inspection  over  the  estate  and  submitted 
a list  of  the  buildings  and  premises  most  infested,  and  preparation 
was  made  for  the  laying  of  poison  baits,  by  a man  being  specially 
detailed  by  the  Company  for  this  work.  In  compliance  with 
instructions  given,  the  baits  were  laid  daily  in  the  places  selected. 
Several  dead  rats  were  found,  but  the  number  was  small  in 
comparison  with  the  number  of  baits  taken,  as  many  as  50 
baits  being  taken  on  one  night.  The  effort  apparently  had  good 
results  judging  by  the  marked  decrease  in  the  rat  population.

Vessels  from  Infected  Ports. 

No  vessel  from  a port  infected  with  Plague,  Cholera,  or 
Yellow  Fever,  arrived  during  the  year. 


Sickness  on  Vessels. 

No  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any 
vessel  entering  the  port  during  the  year.  Particulars  of  other 
forms  of  sickness,  injury  and  death  will  be  found  in  the  Table 
appended : —

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IMPORTATION  OF  FOODS. 


Food  Inspection. 

The  Port  of  Fleetwood  held  the  position  of  third  of  import- 
ance as  a fishing  port  in  England  and  Wales,  and  while  the  total 
weight  of  fish  landed  is  short  of  that  of  last  year — which  was  a 
record  one— the  number  of  voyages  landed,  show  an  increase  of 
344  catches  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  making  a total  of 
4,593  catches  landed  during  1923. 

In  addition  to  the  fish  landed  at  the  port,  there  is  the  landing 
of  foods  from  Ireland,  the  weight  of  which  reached  to  its  highest 
point  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  consignments  of  meat  reaching 
60  packages,  carcases  of  pigs  to  the  number  of  200  in  one  cargo, 
while  the  Christmas  perishable  traffic  reached  somewhere  about 
500  tons,  dead  fowl  alone  being  approximately  100  tons  in  one 
cargo  ; these  consignments  also  included  offal. 

On  a recent  visit  of  Dr.  Hancock,  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Ministry,  he  desired  to  have  an  examination  made  of  the  foods 
landed,  and  as  far  as  possible  a percentage  examination  was 
made  ; but  with  the  steamer  from  Ireland  berthing  as  early  as 
4-30  a.m.,  I have  only  been  able  to  attend  on  occasions  at  the 
hour  of  commencing  to  discharge  cargo,  viz.,  5-0  a.m.,  as  I have 
to  attend  to  the  inspection  of  fish  at  Wyre  Docks,  where  the  sales 
commence  at  8-30  a.m.,  and  as  the  distance  between  the  two 
places  is  considerable,  it  is  obviously  impossible  for  me  to  give 
continual  supervision  to  the  inspection  of  foods  landed  at  both 
landing  places. 

The  Public  Health  (Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act,  1907. 
Unsound  Food  Regulations. 

Action  was  taken  on  586  occasions  under  the  above  regu- 
lations, 580  of  which  were  in  respect  of  fish,  568  of  the  cases  were 
on  account  of  the  fish  being  unsound,  and  12  011  account  of 
disease. 

Of  the  586  cases,  571  were  in  respect  of  fish  landed  from 
fishing  vessels,  four  ex-rail,  three  ex-Belfast  steamers,  and  two 
cases  were  fish  kept  back  in  storage. 
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The  remaining  six  cases  were  in  respect  of  animals  slaugh- 
tered at  the  Irish  Animals  Landing  Wharf,  but  not  including  the 
animals  slaughtered  through  being  affected  by  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease. 

An  order  was  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  the 
27th  August,  prohibiting  the  landing  of  animals  at  the  landing 
place,  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
being  confirmed  in  respect  of  the  Lairage  ; 48  animals,  including 
8 calves,  were  slaughtered,  and  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

Together  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and 
the  Railway  Superintendents,  a suitable  place  was  selected  on  the 
Dock  Estate  and  the  carcases  of  the  animals  were  removed  from 
the  Lairage  in  waggons  and  disposed  of  in  a trench  in  the  manner 
mentioned. 

Supervision  of  disinfection  was  given  special  attention  at 
the  place  of  disposal,  and  satisfactory  means  were  adopted. 

The  Lairage  and  Slaughterhouse  received  a thorough  over- 
hauling; spraying  and  cleansing  received  special  • attention  at 
both  places,  and  everything  was  ready  for  the  reception  of  further 
consignments  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

On  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  obtain  a Justice’s  Order, 
the  owners  or  their  representatives  surrendering  the  articles  after 
notice  of  detention  being  given. 

It  was  during  the  month  of  February  that  Dr.  Hancock, 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry,  made  a visit  to  this  port,  relative 
to  the  administration  of  the  Unsound  Food  Regulations. 

In  compliance  with  his  instructions,  samples  of  preservatives 
in  use  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry,  including  a sample  of 
Hypochloride  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice. 

Several  specimens  of  diseased  forms  of  fish  were  submitted 
for  pathological  examination.  The  results  showed  forms  of 
Carcinoma  and  Bothriocephalus. 

The  total  amount  of  fish  forfeited  and  destroyed  during  the 
year  amounted  to  3,742  cwts.  I qr.  27  lbs.,  showing  an  increase  of 
923  cwts.  over  the  preceding  year.  This  is  mainly  accounted  for 
by  the  extreme  heat  experienced  in  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  otherwise  the  condition  of  fish  landed  showed  an  im- 
provement.

No  samples  were  collected,  and  no  actions  taken  under  the 
regulations  during  the  year. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
shell-fish  beds  in  the  estuary,  on  account  of  the  Sewage  dis- 
charging into  the  river  from  neighbouring  districts,  as  mentioned 
in  my  Report  for  the  previous  year. 

There  is  a daily  service  of  passenger  Steamers  to  and  from 
Belfast,  and  during  the  summer  season  to  Barrow  and  the  Isle 
of  Man,  in  respect  of  the  latter,  the  number  of  passengers  reaching 
as  high  as  10,000  in  a day.

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Fish  Curing  and  Fish  Packing  Houses. 

The  total  inspections  made  to  Fish  Curing  and  Packing 
Houses  during  the  year  numbered  185,  and  the  number  of 
nuisances  found  was  31.  In  each  case  where  insanitary  con- 
ditions were  found  to  exist,  notice  to  remedy  was  given,  and 
complied  with. 

Further  enquiries  were  made  from  time  to  time  relative  to 
the  use  of  preservatives  in  the  curing  of  fish,  and  the  following 
were  found  on  premises  : — 

Keep’s  Preservative  Solution. 

Salunol  Solution. 

Glassaline  Powder. 

Perbolate  of  Soda  Powder. 

Fulda’s  Compo  Powder. 

Samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry,  including  Fulda’s 
Patent  Compo,  and  Hypochloride. 

The  condition  of  the  roadway  leading  to  the  curing  houses  in 
Siding  Road  was  most  unsatisfactory  at  times,  especially  during 
wet  periods. 

The  total  number  of  premises  engaged  in  the  curing  and 
preparation  of  fish  for  food,  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  16.

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Port  Isolation  Hospital. 

/On  the  7th  of  June  a Sergeant  of  the  Dock  Police  notified 
me  of  damage  having  been  done  to  the  Hospital,  and  on  making 
inspection  the  following  day,  I found  the  Mortuary  had  been 
broken  into,  and  the  wood  and  coke  removed.  All  the  windows 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Hospital  were  broken,  including  the 
nurses’  room  window.  Broken  glass  and  crockery  were  strewn 
over  the  floors.  The  kitchen  range  was  damaged  and  dis- 
connected, and  entrance  had  been  gained  to  the  loft  by  the 
hatchway  and  the  plaster  of  the  ceiling  damaged. 

From  all  appearances  the  premises  had  been  used  for  living 
in,  and  enquiries  were  made  with  a view  to  finding  out  the  persons 
causing  the  damage  or  living  about  the  place. 

Further  damage  was  reported  having  been  done  to  the 
Flospital  in  the  month  of  October,  and  I was  notified  by  the  Dock 
Police  that  they  had  found  a stove  in  a ditch  on  the  dock  estate 
and  a wheel  track  had  been  traced  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  On 
making  inspection  that  afternoon  I found  the  range  had  been 
removed  from  the  kitchen.  The  woodwork  of  the  south  windows 
had  been  broken  and  only  one  pane  of  glass  remained  unbroken. 
The  remaining  crockery  had  been  broken.  The  range  has  since 
been  stored  in  the  Town’s  Yard. 

The  above  damage  was  reported  to  my  Authority  in  the 
months  of  June  and  October  respectively. 

The  above  visits  being  additional  to  the  ordinary  monthly 
visits.

Fish  Stage. 

The  improved  conditions  on  the  Fish  Stage  have  been 
maintained.  Repairs  were  kept  well  in  hand,  and  cleansing  on 
and  around  the  fish  stage  where  the  foods  are  loaded  has  been 
carried  out  on  a routine  system. 

The  personal  support  of  the  Dock  Superintendent  has  been 
a great  help  in  making  the  improved  conditions.  I am  specially 
indebted  to  him  for  his  interest  in  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  so 
liable  to  become  offensive  around  the  docks. 

During  the  year  the  incinerator  was  reconstructed  and 
enlarged,  and  this  improvement  has  made  it  possible  to  deal 
comfortably  with  three  waggon  loads  of  refuse  in  a day,  and  a 
man  is  kept  almost  wholly  employed  in  attending  to  the  inciner- 
ator. 


The  dilapidated  portion  of  the  roof  of  Fish  Stage  mentioned 
in  last  year’s  report  has  been  re-roofed. 
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Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  conveniences  around  the  docks  have  been  kept  more 
satisfactory,  and  my  requests  for  the  cleansing  and  limewashing 
have  been  readily  complied  with. 

The  pail  closets  have  been  fairly  well  kept  considering  they 
are  in  an  exposed  position.  The  contents  are  removed  at  least 
twice  weekly  and  disposed  of  regularly  by  the  incinerator. 

Fish  Meal  and  Oil  Factories. 

The  premises  have  been  inspected  regularly  each  month 
and  in  addition  to  the  visits  of  inspection,  special  observations 
were  made  on  the  works  relative  to  the  emanations  of  smells. 
The  alterations  which  were  in  progress  and  referred  to  in  last 
year’s  report  were  completed  about  the  month  of  February, 
and  during  the  month  of  March  your  Authority  made  a visit  of 
inspection  to  see  the  plant  working,  also  the  recently  altered 
condensation  plant. 

I was  instructed  to  make  observation  again  in  the  month 
of  July,  and  to  submit  a special  report  for  consideration  of  my 
Authority.  This  was  complied  with  on  the  18th  July. 

In  the  month  of  October  I was  instructed  to  take  no  further 
action  in  respect  of  smells  emanating  from  the  above  works, 
although  on  my  appointment  this  was  part  of  the  duties  I had  to 
undertake  and  to  possess  a special  knowledge  of  the  processes.
